They have proved , to the sausfaction of 
skepticism itself, that, in espousing the unpopular 
cause of negro emancipation they have not been 
actuated by any desire to obtain popnlar favor or 
public station and emolument They have broken 
the shackles of party, not for the purpose of elect¬ 
ing themselves to office, but in order to prove their 
attachment to the immutable principles of justice, 
audio impress upon all men the ‘intyrfbeanqg 
a faithful testimony against slavery. Tliev have 
said to the great rival political parties—‘VV e arc 

whiss, we are democrats; not in name only , but 
in deed; not merely as it respects the manner in 
w-hich the national funds shall be kept, but mainly 
in reference to the sundering of yokes and fetters. 
We desire to see liberty proclaimed throughout all 
the land, unto all the inhabitants thereof. M e do 
not seek human applause, or any post of honor. 
Our object is not your destruction, but rttorma 
lion.

The effect on this city has been, to produce 
i greater scarcity of money, and more extensive 
(commercial derangement, than e\cr was nown 
1 before. The banks here have wisely resolved to 
[continue their payments, but have curtailed their 
discounts to a very low point, and hundreds of 
merchants who, a few weeks ago. were in prosper¬ 
ous circumstancee. are now making enormous sa¬ 
crifices io obtain money. In the midst of the gen¬ 
eral dismay, no opportunity i. lost sight of, to pay- 
court to the slaveocraey, oi to insoit and crush the 
friends of equal liberty. A curious illustration of 
this spirit may be seen in the following statement 
1 ot proceedings connected with the meetings of the 
merchants to consult about the means of relief. 

On the 24th October there was a meeting ot 
merchants, manufacturers, and mechanics at ihe 
City Hotel, said by the Commercial Advertiser to 
be, probably, the largest of the class ever held in 
1 this city, to hear a report from a committee ap¬ 
pointed at a previous meeting to confer with the 
officers of the Banks, to induce them to increase 
their discounts, and receive and pay billsi.of the 
safety fund banks of this slate al par The fol¬ 
lowing i* the report, by Col. Stone, of the remarks 
or one of the speakers, with some corrections, and 
1 il ls worthy ol observation that, although moil ol 
the daily papers published the proceedings at 
length, not one of them, the Commercial Adver- 
liser excepted, dared to report the allusion to th< 
colored congregation as it w a3 made at ihe ineeuug. 
The reporters were afraid, it seems, that a cmfeci 
report would scent of abolition, and. therefore, 
Suppressed the point of the anecdote m obedience 
w ffie dark spirit of slavery that has brooded over 
this commercial metropolis. 

Mr. Lewis Tappnti addressed the meeting, and 
said he rose to submit a motion that a committee 
| be appointed to make an immediate report to the 
banks, that they will take measures, to hold a con 
1 venlion of all the banking institutions of tire city 
i in the course of to-morrow, with a view to increas¬ 
ing their discounts, and affording such other relief 
as the crisis requires. He sa.d he had hsfened 
with deep interest to the letters which had been 
I read Io the meeting, convened to take into consi¬ 
deration the unprecedented and alarming slate ot 
the mercantile community, and though the tenor 
of many of them was very gratifying, yet it was 
apparent that the tone of others afforded little pros¬ 
pect of relief. One of the hanks that has express¬ 
ed itself most willing and anxious to do every thing 
it can for die merchants, has th.s day refused to 

discounta note, with unquestionable names ihe 
president declaring to the applicant that .1 was their 
, intention to discount small note, only, and these 
to a limited amount. 

He said, he wished, in the observations he might 
make, to avoid saying anything that might appear 
[ like dictation to the banks, as to the course of poli¬

The merchants, manufacturers and ™ ech f'° s ° y 
this city would not have assembled there had no 
| extreme necessity driven them to it, as it was well 
known that they wiU put forth extraordinary ef- 
1 forts to sustain their credit and the commercial in- 
teresls of the city, and not assemble to take mea¬ 
sures for relief until forged to do it by unavotda. 
hie circumstances. He trusted u would not be 
egotistical or boasting if he mentioned on that oc- 
casion—when thev had met to-compare feelings 
and speak of each other’s situation—that one house, 
since the suspension ol 1837, had redeemed $1 
, 100,000 of its. promises, besides paying in cash 
i gu,500.000 to the importers in this city for new 
purchases—not altogether from its own strength, 
but aided bv the generous support and sympathy 
which it had received from many whom fie now 
saw in the hall.—(Laud cheers.)

It appears by the daily papers that, in publishing 
i account of the meeting, the editor of the Cou- 
r ,ev and inquirer—the notorious James Watson 
Webb, took occasion to villify Mr. Tappan in his 
paper in his characteristic strain, and with the in¬ 
tention, as it afterwards appeared, to stir up popu¬ 
lar violence against him. His abuse and threats, 
i however, passed unheeded. Al the adjourned 
| meeting-of the merchants, Mr. Tappan offered a 
1 set of resolutions, which were unanimously adopt¬ 
ed. When he rose to speak, a considerable num¬ 
ber of persons, headed by a retainer of Webb, 
hissed, and continued to do so until the-deafening 
applauses of a large majority of the audience, si¬ 
lenced them. On Monday, J. W. Webb, while 
forced to insert the resolutions, and make mention 
| of ffie “abolitionist” who offered them, continued 
his strain of abuse, and hoped the reception Mr. 
Tappan met, at the meeting, would be a lesson to 
him. It doubtless will. Both be, and thousands 
beside, witnessed the total discomfiture of apoli¬ 
tical demagogue and purchased tool, in attempting 
to prevent a merchant from taking part in the pro¬ 
ceedings of a meeting of merchants, because he is 
I obnoxious to pro-slavery men among us, on the 
(question of slavery. Webb had also the match- 
1 less impudence to say, “a man cannol identify 
himself with incendiary agitation, and maintain 
[ his position as a member of the commercial com- 
' munity.” He said this years ago, and is now 
forced to chronicle the falsification of his own pre¬ 
diction. We are reminded of a notable incident 
in the history of abolition, at lhe time of the mob, 
instigated in a great measure, by ffie same M ebb, 
at ffie Chatham street Chapel, on the evening when 
ffie New York City Anti Slavery Society was 
formed. Anticipating the rout and defeat of the 
“twenty-two men and a qnaker woman,” who met 
to form the sovietv, Webb, before he went home, 
wrote a leading article for ffie next day’s Courier 
and Enquirer, headed “THE AG1 F-A 1 ORS PU T 
DOWN.’’ bnt. whan ffie paper appeared, next 
morning, lo, and b".otd? it cnnfiined, beside Ins 
article, the nffirial account of the formation of the 
first Anii-SlaverV Society formed in this ciiy. in 
the face of a mob of five thousand persons, New 
Yorkers md Southrons!! lie can never forget 
the individuals who were thus pet milted lo tri¬ 
umph over his incendrary attempts lo suppress 
freedom of speech, and perpetuate the system of 
slavery. They will never forget him, but they 
think of him with feelings of pity and forgiveness. 
He wiH do well to read ffie second Psalm.

At least 
( as often as semi-annually, since the formation of 
the American Anti-Slavery Society, the friends of 
that doomed institution, so appropriately denomin¬ 
ated “peculiar,” have consoled themselves with 
the idea that the opposition was loosing strength 
and “dving away.’ IT the pro-slavery press gener- 
[ ally is'to he believed, we hnveboen loiully <U»ooj%,- 
fited some scores of limes; and perhaps it is hardly 
decorous for us to presume to exist al all, after so 
many grievous paper annihilations. Our South:- 
ern friends certainly have reason to marvel al ou? 
pertinacious adherence to vitality, and to exclaim 
with Macbeth, when ffie slain Banquo “pushed

The readiness of our Southern friends to give 
implicit credence lo the boastful bulletins of their 
Northern allies, has often amused us. The pelt¬ 
ing of an anti-slavery lecturer—the chivalrous dis¬ 
persion of a female antt-slavery society—resolu- 
I lions from cotion speculators, and Northern mer¬ 
chants in the Southern trade, and even the patriot- 
outbursts of Yankee pedlars and cloek-venders 
behalf of our glorious Union and their Southern 
custom—have been hailed, one after the other, as 
death-blows to the ‘Fanaticism.’ At one time abo¬ 
lition is represented as expiring under the heel of 
ecclesiastical power; next the Whigs celebrate us 
funeral obsequies in Faneuit Hall; and finally ihe 
Democracy of the Regency Stale hold a death 
dance about it in the wigwam of St. Tammany. 

If a Methodist Bishop refuses to license an aboli¬ 
tion candidate for the ministry, slaveholders from 
the I’otomac to the Mexican Gulf congratulate each 
other upon the ‘dying away of abolition. If a 
Nortliern Theological professor, with the prospect 
of Southern students and slaveholding patrons, 
with well-lined pockets., before his eyes, take up

Kir, I think it. proper to give you some account 
imy.recent movements in Indiana. Since I last 
w yoiwiii piueirtnati, I have spent my lime chief¬ 
ly i.n Deai-born-knd Ripley,, Jennings and Jeffer¬ 
son counties! At Striugiownl lectured three times 
formed a society of twenty-fivemr thirty members, 
and sold them a small library. At Dilisborough, 
another village in Ripley county, I was invited to 
preach b-y some of the.members of the .Methodist 
society. The appointment- leaving-been given o.ut 
for two or three days, when the time arrived, roe- 
ny oftlye pro,sinvery members had taken a stand 
against my having dm house, and lire trustees had. 
I locked the door aud given the key to q man who" 
was not to. be found. A report had been, started 
by one ofthe trustee* that I was an expelled minis¬ 
ter, and a- setter -forth of strange morals, &c. An¬ 
ti liter, of the trustees called tin me soon after my 
arrival, .to,he satisfied as to the truth or falsehood 
of die report. Isoou convinced him that my stan¬ 
ding and character were fair,, am} then I said to 
him,—Brother, don’t you suppose that if a slave- 
holding minister of the Kentucky conference had 
called at Dillsbbrough, aud had been invited bv 
of the members .to preach, he could have had' 
the house? ‘0 yes,’ was the reply. lie fo« n 
luiaied to a brother standing by, and said in a 
voice, ‘he shall have the .house.’ He went direct¬ 
ly and opened one. of the doors which was 
locked, and struck up the- lights. . The people pf 
jserUbled, and I>preached on the duty of obeying 
God, regardless of all imaginary consequences” 
While I was preaching, the mob collected about 
the house to the- number of thinly, and two or three 
ventured in. At;the close, brother Lewis Hickvf 
land-made some remarks and gave out mv appoint¬ 
ment to lecture on the next day at ten o’clock in. 
the grove near by. One ofthe mobocrats who 
hail.been listening to thasermon, arose and swore 
that we had noslaverv in Indiana, and that iff 
dertook todecture I should have a mob, for he. 
would see to getting one up. He was led to the 
door by the trustee who had opened the house, and 
as he was putting him out the mob made an attempt 
to break in, but foiled. They then-set up a fien- 
ffish yell. The assembly waited a, few minutes, 
;tiiyl then formed themselves in the order of proces¬ 
sion, a .few. of the gentlemen-ahead, the ladies.next 
of the men in the. rear. The door was 
then thrown-open, and the congiegation started. 
The mob, who were thick about the door, parted 
; ly foe right and left, and we dispersed without 
being aitaciied, except by cursing and bitter ..re- 
proavhes. According to appointment the congre¬ 
gation came : together next day, and I begau to lec¬ 
ture them on the duty of. pleading the. cause of the 
poor and needy*,atid the appropriate means to be 
used to promote their cause. J had proceeded a- 
bout half way through my discourse, when the 
mob began to collect. On my quoting Mr, Wes¬ 
ley’s remark, foal‘men buyers are exactly on « 
level wifo- men-stealers,’ a Mr. Miles, a leader 
this vifo xiompany, said it was ‘a damn’d lie.’ 
kept on and he continued to-contradict and blas¬ 
pheme. One.said, del us put him down, for foe is 
not going fo stop,’ No*, said Miles, ‘it will take 
a dozen of us.la do that, and that is more ot our 
forces thau we can spare forJiim, for all upon that 
loug log arc abolitionists.’ So they kept on in 
theforage till I had .finished my lecture. About 
this time a magistrate and constable of foe place, 
came-up, and called .mp a disturber of the peace, 
and ordered me dff. I said to Uiem ihat I had bro¬ 
ken no Ia«*i hnraan or divine, and moreover, that 
they were themselves peace breakers, since-they 
were breaking .ail laws in orrlering me to begone 
contrary to the law, and were manifestly encoura¬ 
ging the mob. At this period of foe transaction, 
Mr. Lewis Hieklaad commenced a spirited speech 
to..the mob, and others present. They at once 
threatened him, that if hedid not desist they would 
dirk and shoot him. With this he was not intimi¬ 
dated. Some of the abolitionists fearing that the 
Uisb might execute these threats, began to crowd 
-around hjm; they then said tiiat they would treat 
them in the same manner. After Ifickland was i
